Action Reverses 1928, 5 to 4 


Decision on Bootlegging Pros- 
ecotions. 


•Washington, Dec. 20 WP)—The 


Supreme Court held today that 
evidence obtained by wire tapping 
cannot be used in Federal crim- 
inal proceedings. 


This 7 to 2 decision in effect 


reversed a ! 9 2 8 5 t o 4 ruling that 
such evidence could be used In 
bootlegging prosecutions. 


In today's opinion 
the 
court 


majority, through Justice Roberts, 
asserted that the 1934 Communi- 
cations Act barred use of wire- 
tapping evidence. 


Overrruling arguments by the 


Justice Department, Roberts said 
that the statute includes "within 
its sweep Federal officers as well 
as others." 


"Congress," Roberts said, "may 


have thought 
it less important 


that some offenders should go un- 
whipped of justice than that offi- 
cers should resort 
to 
methods 


deemed inconsistent with ethical 
standards and destructive of per- 
sonal liberty." 


Justice Sutherland, speaking for 


himself and Justice McReynolds 
in a dissenting opinion, said that 
to put the sworn officers of the 
law, engaged In combatting organ- 
ized gangs of criminals, in 
the 


same classification with others "Is 
to lose all sense of proportion."

Assemblyman J. Edward Con- 


way returned home Friday night 
from Albany, where he had been 
attending the special session of 
the legislature, called to act upon 
the adoption of a new administra- 
tive code for New York city. It 
was Mr. Conway's intensive study 
of the proposed code, belated re- 
ceipt of a copy of which came into 
his hands but two days before the 
session, which resulted in the dis- 
covery that there were some 45 
changes in the wording of existing 
statutes applying to relations be- 
tween New York city and Ulster 
county. Some of these 
changes 


were of minor importance, 
but 


others contained possibilities for 
trouble that could not be so char- 
acterized. 


One of them, to which atten- 


tion was called in The Freeman 
of Wednesday last, which gave 
some account of the 
assembly- 


luciu'a Ui&cuvei>, wutf a. ititvui'uiiig 
of the definition of "aqueduct." 
The assemblyman was convinced 
that the change was of vital im- 
portance to the people of Ulster 
county and that the adoption of 
the provision would leave the way 
open for renewed and probably 
successful litigation on the part of 
New York city that would result 
in very substantially reducing the 
city's assessment on the Ashokan 
water-works, as well as affecting 
the development under way at 
Lackawacfc. 


Conference Tuesday. 


As a result of the action taken 


by Assemblyman Conway and also 
with the cooperation of Senator 
Wicks in the Senate, 
and when 


further questioning of the code 
arose, as other legislators began 
to wonder just what might be con- 
tained in its nearly 3,000 pages, 
any chance of limiting the special 
session to one day was lost. The 
legislature will again meet on 
Thursday to resume consideration 
of the matter. Meanwhile Assem- 
blyman Conway will go to New 
York Tuesday for a conference, at 
which numerous amendments to 
the code as proposed, will be 
examined. 


Assemblyman Conway said this 


morning that Reuben Lazarus, an 
assistant corporation counsel and 
legislative 
representalve 
f o r 


New York city—and who, by the 
way, is a hold-over Democrat— 
had assured him that the changes 
he desired made in the code would 
be agreed to. There still remain, 
h o w e v e r , so-calleed 
"saving 


clauses" to be agreed upon, as a 
matter of further protection and 
also such amendments as may be 
demanded by other members. In- 
cidentally, the assemblyman states 
that Mr. Lazarus 
assumed 
full 


resonsibility for the new code in 
all its details. 


Must Meet Objections 


When 
Assemblyman 
Conway 


found that the 
new 
code was 


something more than a mere re- 
statement of existing laws affect- 
ing New York and became con- 
vinced that changes 
made very 


materially and adversely affected 
Ulster county, he at once got in 
touch with leaders in the Assem- 
bly and with 
his 
numerous 


friends among upstate legislators. 
He was given assurance that the 
new code would not become law 
until his objection had been met 
and the changes 
he demanded 


had been made. 


In the assemblyman's 
success 


in this respect, and 
considering 


that Uister county stood to lose 
in the course of years immense 
sums in taxes through greatly re- 
duced city assessments, many will 
appreciate more fully than 
ever 


what it meant for Ulster county

(cheese-like) material, and these 
cryptic tonsils usually had 
ab- 


scesses in the crypts. 
Whether 


the tonsils were buried, had holes 
or crypts, were smooth, large or 
small, seemed to have no bearing 
on the symptoms present, or the 
results obtained by the operation. 


"Excellent 
results 
were 
ob- 


tained in children of all ages in 
th« relief of sore 
throat 
and 


adenitis (enlarged glauds in the 
neck), good results in the relief 
or mouth breathing, fairly good 
results in the relief of cough, and 
fair results in the relleT of fre- 
quent head colds. Except in ton- 
sillitis or sore throat, The results 
for all complaints were only fair 
in children less than six years old. 
With the complaints of a 
cough 


and head colds, tfre results 
were 


especially poor in 
children less 


than four years old. More con- 
sistently good results may be ex- 
pected if the operation of remov- 
ing tonsils and adenoids is post- 
poned until the child is six years 
of age or older, especially if head 
colds or a cough is the com- 
plaint."

dling velvets once they have come 
out of the wash, but the principles 
of washing are standard as for all 
fine fabrics: 
Rich billowy suds, 


and water that is kept tepid or at

throughout. 


Never soak velvets, and once they 
are wet. don't dally. 
Two soap 


baths are better than one, and 
three may be necessary if the soil 
has 
become 
ingrained. 
After 


working the soapsuds through the 
fabric, rinse at least three times. 


Remove as much water as you 


can by gentle pressure, and with 
the garment right side out, fold 
it lengthwise over and over until 
you have a long thin roll.

Ithaca, Iiec. 18—Discriminating 


buyers will demand and get either 
fir or spruce for Christmas trees, 
r*.d their skill in decorating will 
create the real holiday tree, ac- 
cording to Processor J. A. Cope of 
the forestry department at Corned 
University. 


He sajs there are three tests 


for the ideal tree: It should hold 
Us needles for at least a week 
after it is brought indoors; the 
branches should be distinctive and 
stiff enough to hold ornaments 
well; and the foliage should be 
dense enough to provide a real 
evergreen background to the gay 
decorations the tree must bear. 


The tree that best fills these re- 


quirements, he says, is the balsam, 
fir. It is also the most common 
Christmas tree because 
of Its 


pleasing odor. Second place goes 
to the spruces, particularly the 
Norway spruce grown in planta- 
tions and the native red spruce 
from the Adirondacks. Of all the

Sh.gbark Hickory Nut It ' 


Easily Recognized Tree 


Shagbark hickory trees are easily 


recognized at any time of the year 
by the long, narrow strips of loosely 
hanging bark on the trunks and 
large limbs. The bark is hard and 
flinty and contain! a substance 
known as stone tissue, similar to 
that found in nut shells. It does 
not form on the twigs and small 
branches, the bark there being 
smooth. 


The shagbark, says a writer in the 


Chicago Tribune, is known botan- 
ically as Hicoria ovata. Both the 
common and scientific names of all 
hickories are of Indian origin. They 
are derived from the word "pow- 
cohiccora," a name the Indians are 
said to have applied to a kind of 
fermented drink which they made 
from the crushed greet nuts of the 
shagbark. 


Wood of the rtiagbark, like that of 


most other hickories, is tough and 
heavy. It is' used extensively for 
making handles and various agri- 
cultural implements. It makes et- 
cellent fuel. Hams and bacon are 
smoked with hickory chips. 


Shagbarks are rather *low grow- 


ing trees, reaching maturity in 200 
to 250 years. They seem to prefer 
rich soils, but sometimes grow en 
•thin land if it is well drained. The 
tree* grow tall and have high, nar- 
row crowns, trunks four feet in di- 
ameter and 120 feet high, although 
they usually are not more than two 
to three feet in diameter and sixty 
to eighty feet high. 


The shagbark grows over a wide 


area, ranging from Maine to south- 
eastern Minnesota and southward to 
northern Florida and Texas. 
It 


sometimes is found as far north as 
southern Quebec and Ontario.

Many of the whales stranded on' 


our coasts are rorquals. These may 
be recognized by the many furrows' 
in the skin of their light undcrparts. 
Naturalists know of 21 species of 
whales in British waters. Like the 
seals, they are not fish, but land 
> 


animals—air-breathers—who have [ 
taken to marine life. You can di- 
vide these 21 species into two well-' 
defined groups, one, the baleen, or 
whalebone-whale, having a huge 
mouth and tiny throat They live on ' 
minute marine life, which they 
catch by 
swimming with open 


mouth until this huge cavern is, 
filled with sea water. Then they 
close their mouths, allow the water 
to drain out through the masses of 
baleen strips which hang down like 
curtains. 


The other big group are toothed 


whales. These are not nearly such 
large animals, but they have teeth 
and arc very ferocious. They will 
attack sharks for their food. 


The killer whale, a black and 


white toothed whale, occasionally 
caught in the nets of Scots fisher- 
men, is probably the most ferocious 
animal in the sea—the bad boy of 
the deep. He not only tears huge 
pieces of flesh off basking sharks 
and other big fish, but readily at- 
tacks small fishing boats, and in 
the Arctic will charge an ice floe 
where explorers are resting, in the 
hope of tipping them into the sea.

Queen Victoria's Family 


Queen Victoria, christened Alex- 


andrina Victoria, the only child of 
Edward, duke of Kent, fourth son 
of King George III, and of Princess 
Victoria Maria Louisa of Saxe-Co- 
burg-Gotna, reigned rrom 1837 to 
1901. She succeeded William IV, 
her paternal uncle. In 1817 Prin- 
cess Charlotte, the daughter of the 
prince regent, died, and her death 
removed the only legitimate heir to 
the throne. Three of her brother* 
then married, the dukes of Clar- 
ence, Kent and Cambridge. 
The 


two children of the duke of Clar- 
ence died in infancy; the duke of 
Cambridge had a son, but since the 
duke of Kent was older than the 
duke of Cambridge, at his death his 
daughter Victoria became heir to 
the throne. At St. James' palace, 
on February 10, 1840, Queen Vic- 
toria married her cousin, Prince Al- 
bert of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, the sec- 
ond son of the then-reigning duke.

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Buttennaking It Traced 


Centuries Before Christ 


Buttermaking dates back to many | 


centuries before Christ. Wherever ' 
the word occurs in the Bible it is | 
"chemah," signifying curdled milk. | 
Perhaps the first Biblical reference ! 
is in Genesis (8:38), "Abraham took 
butter and milk." Again in Deuter- 
onomy (32:14), among the blessings 
which Jeshurum had enjoyed, we 
find "butter of kine" contrasted 
with, "milk of sheep." Solomon is 
reported to have said. Proverbs 
(31:33), "Surely, the churning of 
milk bringeih forth butter." 


From these Biblical references 


and others, observes a writer in 
Hoard's Dairyman, we learn that 
butter was in much use among the 
Hebrews and was prepared, as done 
today, by the Arabs and Syrians. 


The Arabs of Hejax put milk in a 


large copper pan over a slow fire 
and a little sour mill: or portion of 
the dried entrails of a lamb is 
thrown in. Milk then separates and 
is put in a goat skin bag, which is 
tied to one of the tent poles and 
constantly moved back and forth 
for two hours. 
The buttery sub- 


stance then coagulates, the water is 
pressed out, and the butter put into 
mother skin. 


In two days the butter is again 


placed over the fire with the addi- 
tion of a portion of burgoul (wheat 
boiled with leaves and dried in the 


) and allowed to boil for some 


time, during which it is carefully 
skimmed. It is then found that the 
burgoul has precipitated all foreign 
substances and that the butter oil 
remains quite clear at the top. 


This is the process used by the 


Bedouins, and is also employed by 
the settled people of Syria and Ara- 
bia. The chief difference is that, 
in making butter and cheese, the 
townspeople employ the milk of 
cows and buffaloes whereas the 
Bedouins, who do not keep these 
animals, use that of sheep and 
goats.
